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In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the ad. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQZd 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQZd 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Palleggi and 
Blomquist combination backup dc power supply services to keep the system running in 
case of a main power failure as taught by Blomquist (column 3, lines 9-15). In the Cho 
et al. and Miura et al. combination a backup power supply that allows the DSP and gate 
drivers to continue to drive the motors in the event that there is a main power failure, as 
taught by Miura et al (column 2, lines 40-53). The combination of the Tisdale et al. and 
Cox-smith et al. rejection is proper with the motivation to combine being to synchronize 
motor operations as taught by Cox-smith (column 2, lines 38-43).
